REVOLUTION 1S THREATENED | 


Scenes In the Chamber of Beputies a 
Disprace te Government,

MEMBERS INDULGE IN USLY SCRAPS 


Troops and Police Parade the Boule- 
vards, but Are Unable To Control 
the Crowds—Clashes Occur 
Between People and 
the Police. 


Paris, October 25.—The Brisson ministry 
this afternoon resigned. 

During the session of the chamber of 
deputies Genera] Chanoine created a sen- 
sation by tendering his resignation and 
subsequent to the adjournment the entire 
body severed its connection with President 
Faure, 

The resigning cabinet was definitely form- 
ed on June 2th of the present year and 
was constituted as follows: 

President of the council and minister of 
the interior, M. Henri Brisson. 

Minister of finance, Paul Peytral. 

Minister of education, Leon Bourgeois, 

Minister of justice, Ferdinand Sarien. 

Minister of war, Geodfrey Cavignac, who 
has since been succeeded by General Zur- 
linden ang General Chanoine. 

Minister of marine, Edourd Simon Lock- 
roy. " 

Minister of foreign affairs, Theophile Del- 
casse. 

Minister of the colonies, Georges Trouillet. 

Minister of commerce, Emile Marvejeul.

Minister of.public warks, Senater Til- 
laye, who was succeeded by Senator Godin 
on September 17th. 

After the adjournment of the chamber 
there wae intense excitement, followed by 
street demonstrations, principally maintain- 
ed by the anti-Semites, led by M. Dru- 
mont, in the vicinity of the offices of Libre 
Parole and other anti-Dreyfus papers. 

Cellisions Were Very Frequent. 

At many points the boulevards soon be- 
came almost impassable and there were nu- 
merous collisions between the demonstra- 
tors and the police, who had been fasting 
since early morning. Only with the utmost 
difficulty was a semblance of order pre- 
served, and in many cases it was necessary 
for the cuirasseurs to clear the streets. 

Strong bodies of police were stationed 
in the neighborhood of the Palais Bourbon 
and the Place de la Concorde this morn- 
ing to prevent the projected demonstra- 
tlons at the opening of the chamber of dep- 
uties, 

The French cabinet met this morning and 
the minister of marine, M. Lockroy, an- 
nourced that he would shortly introduce a 
scheme for the administrative and financial 
reorganization of the navy. 

A meeting of progressives and republl- 
eans decided not to support the govern- 
ment’s internal policy, but to uphold to 
tre fullest extent its foreign policy. There 
was considerable disorder about the ap- 
proaches of the Palace Bourbon when 
M. De Rouledo Millevole and other deputies 
arrived, accompanied by a crowd of sup- 
porters. Members of the League of Patriots 
who were crossing the Place de la Concorde 
shcuted “Vive l’armee!” and the repub- 
Mean gifards were obliged to clear a pas- 
gage. <A conflict with the police ensued. 
A band of anti-Semites attacked and in- 
jured a commissary of police with loaded

A detachment of 
cuirasseurs charged and dispersed the mob, 
Several arrests were made. 

The session in the chamber of deputies 
head no sooner opened than M. De Rouledo 
made a violent attack upon the minister 
of war, General Chanoine, whereupon the 
latfer arose and explained the conditions 
under which he accepted the portfolio. In 
go doing he said he was of the same opin‘on 
as his p ecessors, evidently referring to 
the question of reopening the Dreyfus case, 
@ remark which was greeted with cheers 
and protests, the uproar lasting five min- 
utes. 

Chanoine Tenders Resignation. 

When General Chanoine was able to re- 
‘ sume speak.ng he asserted that he was the 
guardian of the honor of the army and 
concluded with saying angrily: 

“J place in your hands the trust I re- 
ceived and I tender my resignation in this 
tribune.”” 

The announcement was received with ioud 
cheering. 

General Chanoine then left the chamber 
of deputies and the premier, M. Brisson, us- 
cended the tribune. There he was greeted 
with shouts of “Resign!” while the leftists 
cheered him lustily. 

M. Brisson said General! Chanoine’s decla- 
ration was a surptise to him, as the gen-

tion. The general, M.-: Brisson continued, 
did not then raise any objection. Continu- 
ing the premier said that the government 
was fully determined to uphold the civil 
power against the military and he asked 
for a suspension of the business of the 
chamber, which was granted. 

During this suspension M. Brisson went 
to the Elysee palace in order to communi- 
cate to President Faure the resignation of 
Genera] Chanoine. ° 

During M. De Rouledo’s speech two of 
the deputies, M. Basly and Paulinmary, 
engaged in a personal encounter, which 
caused intense excitement among the mem- 
bers of the house and the crowds of specta- 
tors in the. gallery. Finally the deputies 
arose in a body and protested against the 
conduct of the fighters. 

During the suspension of business of the 
house the discussion in the lobbies was 
animated on General Chanoine’s unprece- 
dented course in resigning in the midst of 
a session and without giving a previous hint 
of his intention o his col.eagues. 

Ccemmittees representing the radical left, 
the extreme radicals and thé progressists 
met and agreed to support the order of the 
day, affirming the resolution of the cham- 
ber to make respected, under all circum- 
stances, the supremacy of civil power and 
to adjourn the discussion of the interpella- 
tions until Thursday. 

Soc.alists also promised to support the 
above resv.ution, 

The senate after a brief session adjourned. 

Crowds Begin To Gather. 

By 4 o’ciock in tne afternoon about 10 
arrests had been made. The crowds were 
continuously augmented until the vicinity 
of the chamber of deputies was black with 
people cheering General Chanoine and the 
army. 

The cuirasseurs had the greatest difficulty 
in clearing a way around the Madeline and 
the Rue Royale. There were many en- 
counters between the police and the peo- 
ple. 

About 10,000 people sang the ‘‘Marsellaise’’ 
aro.nd a bonfire made of the Dreyfusite 
paper,~ Les »Drekts de |'Homme (“The 
All the stores in the 
neighborhood were closed in anticipation 
of rioting. The culrasseurs, assisted by the 
mounted republican guards, succeeded in 
driving back another crowd which was 
shouung “Spit upon Brisson.”’ 

After the chamber of deputies had re- 
sumed business at 6 o'clock, M. Brisson 
announced that the resignation of General 
Chanoine had been accepted and that his 
successor ad interim would be appointed 
this evening. The premier then proposed 
that the chamber adjourn until Tnursday 
next and he concluded his remarks with 
reaftirming the supremacy of the civil 
power, 

Atter attempts upon the part of various

M. Brisson then accepted of the order 
of the day proposed by M. Ribot affirming 
the supremacy of the civil over the mliii- 
tary power, several of the deputies at- 
tempted to gpeak, but their voices Were 
aurowned in the uproar waoaich filled the 
chamber. The urder of the day was adopt- 
ed by a voie of 209 ayes to 2 noes. 

An amendment proposed by M. Bergef, 
censur.ng tne government “for not caus- 
ing the honor of the army to be respected”’ 
Was lost by 274 to 201 voles. 

M. DeMahy then proposed a resolution 
cailing on the guvernment to end the cam- 
paign of insult against the army. 

Tne premier refused to accept the motion, 
however, and a vate was taken on it, amid 
such contusion that scrutiny was demand- 
ed. Later, this showed that the govern- 
Inent was defeated by a yote of 296 to 243. 

After the result of the scrutiny had been 
announced M. Berteaux moved a vote of 
eonnaence in M. Brisson, woich was reject- 
ed by 286 votes to 254. When this yote 
was declared the ministers left the cham- 
ber. 

After the ministers had withdrawn the 
chamber adopted, amid cries of ‘down with 
the Jews!’’ the order of the day, comb.ning 
the motions of M. Ribot and M. Demahy 
by a vote of 460 to 28. 

A fresh tumult was aroused by the 
declaration of M. Baudry d’Asson, deputy 
for the Arondissement of Les Sables 
d'Olonne, in the depar " 
that ali the caltishend tahoe Sean 
Chanoine ought to be impeached.

Extending the Invitation. 
Upon their arrival at the white house at 
10 o'clock the members of the delegation

Governor Bullock presented 
Colonel Hemphill, and the president greet- 
ed him warmly. 


“TI remember Colonel Hemphill, and most 


of you, geritlemen, upon the oceasion of 


my first visit to Atlanta when I made an 
address for Mr. Grady out at the chautau- 
" said the president. ‘‘You know I am 
very partial to Atlanta,’ he added. 

Then, after handshakings all around, 
Colonel Hemphill, as chairman of the com- 
mittee, extended a formal invitation to 
the president to visit the city upon the 
occasion of the Peace Jubilee. 

Colone! Hemphill said: 

We have watched with a great deal 
of pleasure your mugnificent trip out 
west; we have read with much interest 
your patriotic and American speeches;

He felt thatysthe war, as 
he had said in his speech at Omaha, had 
obliterated forever sectional lines, and if 
it had accomplished nothing eise, it had 
been worth the while in accomplishing that. 

In the course of the informal talk about 
the date for the visit, Chairman Hemphill 
said that the people of Atlanta had hoped 
to ‘have him some time in November, The 
president said this would be impossible, as 
the coming session of congress would neces- 
sarily keep him here. He thought it might 
be well to put the trip off until April, but 
as he saw the great desire was to have him 
sooner, he finally said he would be able to 
get away about the middle of December. 
So the 15th was determined upon as the 
date for the visit. 

The president regards {t as settled that 
he is to be in Atlanta an the 15th or some 
day that week. ‘The details of the pro- 
gramme for his visit he has left with the 
Atlanta committee. 

As it was nearing the hour for the cab- 
inet meeting and jt might be impossible for 
all of the members

PHILADELPHIA'S PEACE 
JUBILEE GRAND SULLESS 


Warships That Teok Part in the 


War With Spain 


VIEWED BY THE SPECTATORS 


Whe Lined the Banks of the Delaware 
River at Philadelphia, 


SECRETARY LONG REVIEWED THE SHIPS

Salutes. Fired as the Head of the Navy 
Approache.—Philip, Wainwright, 
Sigsbee and Evans Among . 
the War Heroes That 
Were Present. 


Philadelphia, October 25.—Philadelphia 
lifted its hand and doffed the nation’s hat 
to its naval heroes today. Nominally it was 
the active opening of the peace jubilee. 
Aciually it was a thunderous greeting of 
praise, welcome and thanks to a puissant 
armada and the men who swept it on to 
unchailenged victory. The most illustrious 
actors of the war, whose glorious end is the 
motive of the celebration, learned what 
their country thinks of them—Sigsib« e, Phil- 
ip, Evans, Wainwright—these were some of 
the men. 

The Texas, the Gloucester, 
the Mayflower—these were 
ships. 

The government was represented by Sec- 
retary of the Navy Long; the people by a 
throng that filled every bit of timber on 
either shore of the Deleware river and jam- 

med every available craft to the point of 
danger. The marine pageant was one of 
surpassing brilliancy and grandeur. 

The naval review was the opening of the 
festival, which will continue until Thurs- 
day night, and consisted of a procession 
of vessels around the anchored warships, 
but that bare statement conveys no idea of 
the demonstration. 

Warships Pass in Review. 

The yacht May, with Secretary Long and 
the Washington party on board, Jed the 

parade, the ships of the navy being an- 
chored in single file in midstream, the line 
extending a distance of three miles. Ar- 
rived off League Island, the southern ex- 
tremity of the city, the M: iy found the line 
of reviewing vessels waiting. She promptly 
Swung in front and at 3 o’clock the parade 
began to move along the Jerse y Side of the 
anchored ships, which lay about a thou- 
band yards distant from each other. As 
the procession moved, river and shore were 
one flaring mass of color. All the warships 
were in full dress, flags flving from bow to 
stern, from masthead to masthead. Trail- 
ing along behind the May were tugs decked 
in colors and puffing their whistles like 
marine demons, 

Secretary Long, with Lieutenant Suther- 
land and Captain “Bob” Evans on either 
side, stationed himself on the bridge of the 
May and presently the Columbig, the first 
of the warships, was reached. Her officers 
and men were drawn up on the forward 
and after decks, every hand raised in sa- 
lute, and then her six-pounders began to 
roar out the secretary’s salute of seventeen 
guns. With the beginning of the salute 
came the bugle and drum salute from the 
ship and before the echoes of the first 
shot had been swallowed by the boom of 
the second, a veritable pandemonium of 
whistles, smaller guns and the roar of the 
crowds broke out and continued throughout 
the procession. 

The Texas, the Gloucester and the Wins- 
low received the greatest share of enthusi- 
asm. As the May glided past the great 
battleship Commodore Philip and Captain 
Sigsbee stood at attention with the officers 
and men of the ship, the marines present- 
ing arms and the ship’s band struck up 
“Hall to the Chief.”’ 

Secretary Long, who had held his hat in 
his hand since the start of the parade, now 
waved it several times,a performance which 
he duplicated in honor of Lieutenant Com- 
mander Wainwrightg who stood on the 
bridge of the Gloucester, and of the lUttle 
torpedo boat Winslow, which brought up 
the end of the line. 

Japanese Vessel Salutes. 

The Kasagi's officers and men were lined 
up like the Americans and saluted the secre- 
tary quite as well, but as her guns are at 
Armstrong’s, in Engiand, the salute was 
perforce a silent one. A thousand yards be- 
yond the Kasagi the line of reviewing ves- 
sels swung around and proceeded down the 
river along the Pennsylvania shore. The

When the Texas was again reached the 
May was brought to a standstill and at the 
invitation of Commodore Philip and Cap- 
tain Sigsbee the party went over in 
launches to the battleship. Here they were 
escorted below to the wardroom, whefe the 
commodore, captain and officers recelved 
the guests. After the exchange of informal 
greetings Mayor Warwick proposed the 
health of Secretary Long and ealled on him 
for a response. He did so very briefly. The 
mayor also suggested a toast to “‘the men 
behind the guns.’’ After three hearty 
cheers had been given, Secretary Long re- 
marked: 

“They responded with their guns.”’ 

This ended the Texas’ feception and 
Secretary Long and his; party returned to 
the May, the battieship repeating the salute 
as they left. 

It was then 5:45 o'clock and the May was 
prcmptly steamed over to her dock to give 
the secretary time to catch the 6:10 o'clock 
train for Boston. 


Commodore Philip today received the fol- 


lowing telegram: 

“Can you find a place for me in the pa- 
radg Thursday as a confederate veteran 
and a survivor of the old Merrimac?” 

It was signed by R. C. Foute, a California 
bishop Who is now in Washington. 

Mayor Warwick assumed charge of the 
regvest and said Dr. Foute would be 
mounted beside General Joe Wheeler in the 
military pafade. 

Naval Constfuctor Hobson and four of 
his Merrimac heroes reached the city at 
2:30 o’clock this afternoon.

SICK MEN ALLOWED OUT IN) THE RAIN 


Evidence Before the Board Shows That | 


the Physicians Were Not as 
Attentive as They Should 
Have Been to the 
Patients. 


Anniston, Ala., October 2%.—Dr. R. D. 
Boss, assistant surgeon in the First infan- 
try, was the first witness before the war 
investigating commission today. He was 
with this regiment and with the Fourth in- 
fantry in Cuba. He arrived at Santiago 
on the 10th of July. He found the. medical 
supplies short and was unable to secure 
any of them for a few days—unti! he jJearn- 
ed how to get them from the division hos- 
pital. There: was a sufficiency of quinine, 
but a shortage of morphine. However, he 
had all of this latter remedy that was ab- 
solutely mecessary. He was able to secure 
hospital stores, such as food delicacies, by 
“hustling” for them, getting them from the 
Red Cross Society and going to Santiago 
for them. He had a requisition on the chief 
surgeon of the division for these supplies, 
but had been unable to secure them, be- 
cause they were not there. However, he 
had no serious illness in the command. 

Dr. Connor ased if the government could 
not have gotten these supp ies to Santiago 
@s promptly as the Red Cross, and. Dr. 
Boss replied that while he had no informa- 
tion, he thought it could have done so. 
He had left Santiago with the Fourth in- 
fantry and gone to Montauk Point on the 
Seneca. When he left Cuba, he said. the 
command was “all broken up’ and every 
man of the command was sick on the way 
north. The doctor himself was sick and 
in the detention hospital at Montauk and 
he testified to the careful conduct of that 
institution, saying the supplies were ample 
and@ the attention was all that could have 
been desired. 

Fyffe Supplements His Testimony. 

Colonel Fyffe, of the Third Tennessee, 
having made request to supplement his 
statement of yesterday, gave some partic- 
ulars concerning the sinks used by his regt- 
ment. He said they were near the tenta 
and that it was impossible to remove them 
farther, owing to thc proximity of other 
‘regiments, six of them being within a 
stane’s throw. In one instance the sinks of 
another regiment were within twen ip 
paces of the tents of the line officers. 
character of the soil also had rendered 
it impossible to put the sinks down more 
. that four feet, rendering it necessary to re- 
new the sinks every two or three days. 
Thus the goil became honeycombed with 
sinks. Nevertheless the sinks were care- 
fully looked after and his regiment had 
been especially commended by the brigade 
commander for the condition of its camp,

Cabell said 
in reply to questions put by Dr. Connor 
that he had observed a condition of af- 
fairs at the hospital of th: Second division 
of the Third army corps in Tone whieh he 
considered horrible. He had himself seen 
one sick man lying i the rain without the 
protection of a tent Ay, and he had been 
informed by other officers that several oth- 
ers had been left in the same way.

GARCIA WINS THE 


INITIAL FIGHT 


Defeats Cespedes Faction and Will 
Be President of Congress, 


SESSIONS WILL BE VERY BUSY 


Principal Questlen to Come Up Will Be 
the Disbanding of the Cuban Army, 


PROMISE IS WANTED FROM MKINLEY 


Committee Will Be Appointed To 
Visit Washington To Consult the 
President on Intention of 
United States Toward 
the Islands. 


Santiago, October 25.—The first session of 
the Cuban assembly was held yesterday at 
Santa Cruz del Sur. A majority of the 
delegates are military delegates. 

The sensation of the assembly was the 
appearance of General Calixto Garcia, as 
one of the delegates from the Fifth army 
corps, a fact which practically renders 
him supreme at the assembly session.. His 
election to be president over the congress 
is considered a foregone conclusion, as it 
is conceded that he controls a majority of 
the delegates. The Cespedes faction is de- 
feated. Its leaders now deny that they 
had any desire to discredit General Garcia, 
and the attempt to impeach him before 
the assembly probably will not be made. 

The principal question for congsidara- 
tion will be that of disbanding the army. 
It is thought that the assembly will oppose 
disbanding wntil, in the words of one of 
the military delegates, “some assurance is 
received from President McKinley that 
he intends to observe the resolutions of 
the United States congress regarding the 
absolute freedom of Cuba.’’ 

lt being a military assembly, the annex- 
ation party has but a smal) representation. 
One proposition to come up for discussion 
is that the army should remain an armed 
force for the purpose of policing and gar- 
risoning the island from the beginning 
of next year, when the United States 
troops are expected to leave. The assem- 
bly will appoint a committee to wait upon 
President. McKinley regarding the status 
of Cuba, consisting of Garcia, Queseda and 
Parragua, and it is safe to assume that 
the assembly will remain in gseasion, and 
the army, in any event, not to be dis- 
banded unti) the report of the committee 
is received. 

Division of Cuba. 

Another proposition to be brought before 
the delegates is the division of Cuba into 
four states, to be called Orient, now the 
province of Santiago de Cuba; Camaguey, 
now the province of Puerto Principe; Las 
Villas, now the province of Santa Clara, 
and Occident, now the provinceg of Ma- 
tanza, Havana and inar de} Rio. Between 
the proposed states of Camaguey and Las 
Villas would a space of land which 
would be a specia) federal district or ter- 
ritory, where the capital would be built— 
a new inland town for this specific pur- 
pose. 

A delegate will propose the trial by 
courtmartial of all officers in the Cuban 
army who have permitted their men to be 
disbanded. 

In theee ways and others the assembly 
intends to show the world that it considers 
the Americans merely temporary visitors, 
who will evacuate the island shortly after 
the Spaniards. 

The Santiago board of trade, represent- 
ing the commerce of the province, sent 
a special committee to wait upon General 
Wood, military governor of the department 
of Santiago, and to congratulate him upon 
the work he has already done. 

The committee also informed him that 
the board of trade had subscribed $100,000 
for the harbor improvements, and that 
the amount had been placed at his dis- 
posal to use as he might see fit. This ac- 
tion was entirely voluntary, and is con- 
eidered to restrict the opinion of business 
men as to American predominance.

The resolution was a lengthy one and in it 
the mayor stated that the city was at 
present in better condition than it had 
been in years and that all the people were 
working together for the advancement of 
the city, and that to have an ejection for 
the prohibition cause at this time would 


cause the city to be split into two factions. ! 


A copy of the resolutions was ordered 
sent to Hon. Dupont Guerry, who is at 
the head of the prohibition movement, 

At the prohibition meeting tonight Rev. 
Mr. Lee, who is conducting the meetings, 
apologized for his attack on the mayors 
of Augusta and Savannah, whom, he said, 
acted disgracefully here during the carni- 
val. He roasted them both last night and 
dared any one to prove that his assertions 
were not true. It was proven to him today 


that neither of the gentlemen were here | 


during the carnival and he was compelled 
to apologize. 

The attendance at the prohibition meet- 
ings has been very slim for the past two 
days.. Rev. Mr. Lee, the evangelist, is 
losing favor with the peopie and many 
have stopped going ‘to hear him. The 
whisky men are not very much worried 
over the outlook and say that they cau 
carry the county without any trouble. 

Ordinary Wiley has ordered an election 
day of December. 
Lee made an attack on 
the press and was especially ‘harsh in ais 
criticism of The Macon Telegraph. The 
people are giving little heed to his state- 
ments, however, and no attention is paid 
to the meetings by the anti-prohibitionists, 
who feel confident of victcry.

Judge Sweat Orders Another Consoiida- 
tion of the Yetes. 


WITH M’DONALD’S MILLS IN 


Evidence Shows That the Returns Re- 
jected Day After Election 


WERE THE TRUE RETURNS FROM PRECINCT 


Therefore the Judge Orders Mandamus 
To Issue and the Consolidation 
Be Made Again. 


Waycross, Ga., Ooteber 25.—(Special.)— 
Judge J. L. Sweat rendered a decision yes- 
terday at chambers in the guit of Elijah 
Tanner and W. M. Tanner vs. T. S. Deen 
et al., superintendents, etc., a petition for

mandamus in Coffee superior court, which 
is in favor of the petitioners. It is the 
celebrated Coffee election contest, and 
is of more than ordinary importance. Judge 
Sweat holds in his decision that if the re- 
turns from McDonald’s Mill precinct were 
consolidated with the other vote of the 
county, they would have elected Elijah 
Tanner representative by a majority of 58 
votes, and W. M. Tanner sheriff ly a ma- 
jority of 42 votes, 

After reciting the facts in ‘the case Judge 
Sweat remarks that “in view of the fact 
that the ballots from the McDonald's Mill 
precinct were sent up in the manner they 
were, with a defective precinct return and 
tally sheets, and without any lists of vo- 
ters by 12 m., when the board met to con- 
Ssolidate, and that when the same was 
brought in it did not come through the 
proper channel and was not authenticated 
by the signatures of the superintendents, 
it would seem that those superintendents 
who refused to consolidate the yote from 
this precinct acted -right. But upon the 
hearing before me, secondary or aliunde 
proof having been resorted to, it thas been 
shown that the returns in question are the 
true returng from the MecDonald’s Mil! 
precinct, including ballots, tally sheets, list 
of voters and precinct returns, and that 
the vote, as shown, is a correct etatement 
of the vote as actually cast and counted 
at the election at said precinct, and I 
therefore hold it now to be the duty of the 
superintendents to recOnvene and consoli- 
date said vote together with that from al! 
the other precincts in the county, and 
make due return of same.”’ 

He holds that those of the superintend- 
ents, including a majority from the coun- 
ty site and at least one from each pre- 
cinct, who met at 12 m. on the day following 
the election constitute the legal board to 
consolidate the vote of the county. It is 
conceded that mandamus may be resoretd 
to in proper cases to compel election su- 
perintendents to perform their -duty in 
consolidating the vote of a county, and in 
this case I hold it to be the proper rem- 
edy.’’ 

Concluding, Judge Sweat says: 

‘Whereupon, it is considered, ordered 
and adjudged that the superintendenis 
named in the petition aforesaid and against 
whom the writ of mandamus is prayed, be, 
and they are hereby commanded and re- 
quired to reconvene at wWouglas on Octo- 
ber 29. 1898, at 10 o’cléck, a. m. and pra- 
ceed immediately to consolidate the vote of 
said Coffee county cast at the election 
held on October Sth jast, including that of 
McDonald’s Mill precinct, and make due 
return thereof, and that the writ of man- 
damus issue accordingly.” 

The judge’s decision is a wise and im- 
partial one, doing justice to afl concern- 
ed. and wili doubtless dispose of the ques- 
tion satisfactorily.

Arriving in. this Coloncl Gardner 
Will make a careful inspection of the three 
sits that have been suggested to the war 
department as siuitah.e camps for the bLri- 
gade and little time will be lost in making 
the choice. 

The First brigade, composed of the 7hir- 
ty-first Michigan, Fourth Tennessee and 
Sixth Othio, which has been ordered to 
Atlanta, was recently reorganized by the 
war department, two of the regiments Com- 
ing from one brigade and the third from 
anotuver. Ail three of the regiments have 
been recruited up to their full quota and 
are recognized as among the best + umpos- 
ing the First army corps. 

The movement of the troops to this city 
will begin immediately upon the return of 
Colonel Gardner to Camp Poland and the 
first of the regiments to arrive will be the 
Thirty-first Michigan and the Fourth Ten- 
nessee. 

While no decision in regard to the camp 
has been made public, it is understood that 
al] three regiments of the brigade will be 
Placed in the same camp, Sines all three

Piedmont Park May Be Site. 

The grounds and buildings of Ptedmont 
park have been inspectee ©v two separate 
boards of inspection, authorized by the 
war department, and it is believed that 
the excellent offer of the grounds and 
buildings free of charge to the government 
wil] be accepted.

The necessity for tax reform is some- 
thing always present, because there are 
always those among us who wish to 
raise more taxes as well as those who 
resort to the dodging of thelr just 
taxes. These warring classes may be 
distinguished as tax leeches and tax 
dodgérs. The interest of the first class 


is in extracting from the pockets of those | 


who work all the money possible in 


order that public employments and pub- 


lic preferments may be more profitable. 
The object of the other class is to take 


advantage of the profits which a big | 
by hiding out as | 


tax rate gives them 
much of their property as possible. The 
tax dodgers should be followed into the 


last ditch, and compelled to bear their | 


just proportion of the public benefits. 


The dodger is to be found everywhere | 
from the city, where the note shaver 

hideg out his profits in devious ways, to | 
the man in the country, who keeps his | 


gold stored away in old stockings and 


makes no report of it to the tax receiv- . 
The higher the tax rate, as already | 


er. 
stated, the larger is the margin upon 


as well as the one who has property 
which he cannot, unfortunatefy, 


Share of taxation. The great effort, 
therefore, of the legislature should be 
to inaugurate a system which would 
equalize taxation between communities 
as well as individuals, doing justice tto 
all and injustice to none. ‘The result 
of perfect system, one which could be 


honestly worked, would be to take away | 


a large part of the inducements which 
encourage the existence of tax dodgers. 

While the discussion is golng on as 
to this reform in the manner of collect- 


ing taxes, its companion subject of the | 
gtill lives at the advanced age of eighty 


expenditure of the taxes should not be 
lessened. A rigid inquiry should 
made as to whether the increased rev- 
enues would go into increased burdens 
or would they conduce to the lessening 
of the tax rate. ‘ITie discoverles of hid- 
den resources, in other words, should be 
for the benefit of the taxpayers, of those 
who now feel that their burdens are too 


heavy, and who have a right, in this age | 


of low cotton, to a reduction of those 
expenses which were normal when cot- 
ton was twice and thrice its present 
price. 

As has already been hinted in these 
columns, the question is a much larger 
one than the mere collection of taxes 
due the state. 
by county and municipal authorities 
should not be lost sight of, but should 
be considered in connection with this 
whole subject, because, whether we 
like is or not, whenever tax burdens are 
rendered oppressive, the number of those 
who seck to escape them will be in 
inereased; it follows, therefore, that the 
first requisite toward a reform in taxa- 
tion will be to so reduce the burdens 
that taxes may be light. and that the

Thoughts After Frost. 

Now that the frost has come, and 
the unnecessary scare which yellow 
fever annually creates in certain locali- 
ties has passed away, it becomes timely 
for a few observations on the subject. 

During the past few weeks demorali- 
zation has reigned supreme in our two 
Deighboring states of Mississippi and 
Louisiana, and other states have suf- 
fered by the introduction of needless 
and vexatious quarantines. This con- 
dition of things was due to the discov- 
ery of an odd case or two of yellow 
fever, and to the false ascription of the 
name of yellow fever to a mild disease 
which prevailed throughout the states. 
The newspapers of the area in question, 
which should have been conservative and 
sounded the alarum of common sense, 
gave way to the needless scare, and in 
great blagk tines, illustrated by 
maps, adstftise&® whole states as 
pestholes f@ be Avoided by the people. 
As a conséqiercé there was a flight 
of all who conld get away, there was a 
suspension of business worse than a mil- 
itary campaign, there was a loss of peo- 
ple going to other parts who may prob- 
ably never return, and then when 
the frost comes and the over-sensitive 
press is willing to admit that safety 
reigns once more, what does it all por- 
tend? Simply that a few months hence, 
when the winter shall have passed away 
and we wil] be again in the summer 
solstice, the scare will be renewed, and 
the scenes of the past few weeks will 
be witnessed over again. 

The Constitution would take this first 
occasion of restored equilibrium to call 
upon its brethren of the press for a re- 
form in this matter. Suppose a case 
of yellow fever is discovered, say in 
Meridian, Miss., of what more impor- 
tance is it than if a ease of diphtheria 
is found in New Bedford, Mass.? If the 
metropolitan newspapers of Boston can 
afford to pass over the one in silence, 
le@ving it to the discreet management 
of physicians, why cannot the press of 
the south be equally wise and not sound 
the alarm for a general hegira where no 
necessity for it exists? After all the 
running away from Mississippi and 
Louisiana, after all the vagaries of shot- 
gun quarantines and inefficient state 
work, what is the record as to the num- 
ber of deaths? It is simply astonishing 
to know that per thousand the death rate 
of Mississippi during the month of Sep- 
tember will not exceed the death rate 


' Of the population of any other state, 
‘east or west. 


From this we should deduce a lesson 


| Of prudence and discretion, and learn 
which the tax dodger has to play, and | 
@as a consequence, the honest taxpayer | 


that we have been damaging ourselves 
by our needless frights and senseless 
quarantines. It is to be hoped that the 
national quarantine will become a fact 
during the coming winter, so that it may 
not be in the power of every senseless

‘ness of a whole section. 
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England’s Hero-Author. 

Several years have elapsed since the 
pen of John Ruskin ceased to enrich 
the world’s literature, with its radiant 
gems of exquisite thought, and countless 
admirers of the great author have la- 
bored under the impression that he no 
longer existed. But, emaciated in body 
and bedimmed in intellect, John Ruskin 


years in one of the obscure towns of 
England, just out from the great me- 
tropolis of London. 

We are told that the enfeebled condi- 
tion of the old man is such that no one 
can discover in the utter wreck into 
which his life has fallen any trace of 
that superb genius which Carlyle consid- 


| ered the rarest in the world’s literature 


and which is today embalmed in such 
delightful creations of art as “Ethics 
of the Dust,” “Sesame and Lilies’ and 
“Stones of Venice.” Surely there is 
pathos enouch for tears in the sad dis- 
closure that this prince of modern writ- 
ers is the helpless imbecile which he is 
described to be in foreign dispatches. 

Eight or nine years ago while de 
livering one of his lectures before the 
Oxford students, John Ruskin betrayed 
the first signs of that mental disorder 
which has at length succeeded in eclips- 
ing one of the brightest intel'ects that 
heaven ever gave to man. What steps 
were taken to correct the trouble we 
are not told; but according to our pres- 
ent sources of information the great 
author is now under treatment of some 
ordinary physic‘an of whom no one has 
ever heard. Je are utterly unable to 
comprehend why it 's that the best med- 
cal skill in England. has not been sum- 
moned to the rel'ef of the illustrious 
sufferer. We are none too attentive to 
the personal wants of our great men on 
this side of the Atlantic, but we hardly 
believe that such negl'gence could have 
ocenrred in the Thnited States. John 
Ruskin’s income derived from his books 
is estimated at $30,009 annnally, and 
whoever is in charge of his offairs onght 
to see that he is provided with the best 
possih'e trectment. 

Neither old ave nor overwork is re- 
snons‘h'te in itee!® for the nresent condi- 
tion of John Ruskin. When he was 
quite vonne he wedded one of the most 
heantiful women in London. and life to 
him for manv vears was the svronym 
of nerfect happiness. His wealth in- 
cracsed with his, fame, ard he was en- 
abled to svrrovnd his wife with everv 
lnvury within the rower of riches to 
command. On anccasion he em- 
rinved the celebrated artist Str Jahn 
Millais to draw h's wife’s portrait, and 
in the series of interviews which fol- 
lowed, his wife and Sir” John’ Millais 


One 


fell in love with each other. Realizing 
that he was no longer the object of his 
wife’s affection and desiring to promote 
her happiness, even at the expense of 
his own, he nobly resigned her to the 
celebrated artist. In order to do this 
he instituted divorce proceedings in one 
of the London courts and legally sev- 
ered the ties which united them. When 
the marriage between his former spouse 
and Sir John Millais occurred he was 
present in the church. While he made 
the sacrifice willingly, it nevertheless 
preyed with deadly effect upon hig proud 
nature and we are warranted fin the as- 
sumption that this unhappy episode is 
largely responsible for John Ruskin’s 
present condition. 

Sir John Millais died in England some 
two vears ago. His death ‘was closely 
followed by that of his wife, who re- 
mained constantly faithful to him and 
who was brought to her own death by 
reason of the devoted attentions which 
she lavished upon her husband during 
his last illness. In this respect she 
proved that she was not without some 
claim to nobility of character, but her 
sacrifiee pales info insignificance beside 
that of the brave-hearted man to whom 
she was wedded first. If the literature 
of the world is taxed to match the 
genius of John Ruskin, it must also be 
taxed to match the tragedy of his life’s 
sorrow. May the divine beauties which 
have radiated from his pen prove only 
the forerunners of that recompense 
which sball enrich his life forevermore 
when his earthly career finds its heav- 
enly sequel. 
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The Czar’s Peace Proposal. 

It is stated on the aignoest authority 
that the czar got his inspiration toward 
d.sarmament and peace from a book 
written by one of his subjects. The book 
has just been pubiished, and naturally, 
has attracted a great deal of attention, 
both because of the circumstance cited 
and because of the great research which 
it shows. / 

The writer is a M. Bliokh, a retired 
financier. He has studied the wars of 
the world from a financial standpoint, 
and is able to show their marvelous 
cost; not alone the cost in money, but 
the cost in lives and the heavy drain 
they have been on the resources of the 
world in every way. 

The writer shows, too, that with the 
present vast armament of Europe the 
handling of the enormous armies is 
scarcely practicable. 

He argues for complete disarmament 
and the settlement of all disputes by 
arbitration. Should any country refuse 
to abide by the decision of the arbi- 
tratora it could be punished by with- 
drawing postal and commercial) facil- 
ities and fn being discriminated against 
by the other nations. 

This much of the theories of the au- 
thor are adopted by the «zar in his 
peace movement. He does not, however, 
go into the conclusions which M. Bliokh 
deducts for the benefit of his Russian 
readers, or if he does acknowledge their 
force, will not say so.

Some people regard the stortes which tell 
of the eating of horse flesh in European 
cities as products of modern fiction, wholly 
and absolutely untrue. But Consul Gen- 
eral Dubois writes from St. Gall, Switzer- 
land, that horse flesh ig openly gold in 
many parts of Europe. What this official 
says on the subject must be generally ac- 
cepted. Says Consu] General DuBois: “In 
many of the towns are to be found well- 
stocked markets, where nothtng but horse 
meat is gsold—fresh, salted, smoked and in 
sausage form. Thé prices range from 5 
cents to 8 cents per pound, according to 
cut, and a Jarge amount of this meat is 
purchased by the poorer classes. The 
horses used are old ones, or those killed 
by aceident. The people who buy this meat 
claim that they prefer it to the tough cow 
meat that is sold from 8 cénts to 12 cents 
per pound. It is sweeter, more tender and 
quite aS wholesome. according to their 
statements. The shops where horse meat 
is sold always have a ‘horse-menat-market’ 
sign consp:cuously displayed, so that no de- 
ception is possible. If the purchaser buys 
horse meat and eats it, he does so know- 
ingly. In th's respect the municipal inspec- 
tion is very thorough. <A butcher licensed 
to sell beef, if found selling horse meat 
would be severely and promptly punished,”

Editor Constitution—I have read your 
@evera! editorials on Comptroller General 
Wright's tax reform report. 

I beg to call your attention to a much- 
needed reform on the same line in munic- 
ipal systems of taxation, and ask you to 
comment on the same with the view of 
calling attention of the jJegislature to 
needed action. 

In the city of Rome (and I presume other 
cities) all real estate is assessed for city 
taxation by a board of assessors, while 
all personal property is returned by éach 
individual owner according to his own con- 
Science. The effect is that real estate 
ie valued by the assessors high enough, 
while personal property is returned by the 
Owners low enough. Now, between this 
“high enough” and Jow enough is a mark- 
ed difference, which is unjust to real es- 
tate. 

This state of affairs has been going on 
for thirty years, and real estate has 60 
suffered that it is at a sad discount for in- 
vestment. 

Cities will not correct the 
legislation is necessary. Will 
the matter before the senate 
through your columpes? 

I notice that your editorials are rather 
inclined tO @xcuse tax dodgers in other 
cities on the ground that their taxes are 
very numerous and burdensome.

The Fertilizer Laws. 

Editor Constitution—Just now, when the 
legislature is about to meet, and the usual! 
avalanche of bills will be brought. before 
that body, the interest of the farmers of 
the state should not be overlooked. They 
pay out more money annually for fertil- 
izergs than the farmers of any other 
state in the union; and yet our law allows 
them to be imposed upon by the mislead- 
ing analysis upon fertilizers of unprinci- 
pled concerns. Our law says, ‘There 
Shall not be less than 2 per cent of am- 
monia,” and the fertilizer manufacturer 
Says in his analysis ‘‘2 to 3 per cent,’’ and 
the farmer supposes he jis getting 2% per 
cent, while if there is only 2 per cent of 
ammonia in the fertilizer, the law is com- 
plied with. 

The law does not require fertilizer com- 
Panies to state from what materia] they 
get this ammonia, as it does in Florida 
and other states, and the companies can 
bring up their analysis with leather ecraps, 
hair, thoofmeal, ete., which ingredients, 
tested at the Ohio experiment station, 
showed ho result at all. 

Of the other principa! elements in a fer- 
tilizer, they can state in their analysis, 
“Phosphoric acid, 10 to 12 per cent,” and 
“potash, 1 to 2 per cent,”’ and the farmer 

aturally supposes the is getting comewhere 
between these two. 

What we warm is an amendment to sec- 
tion 1552, of the code, compelling fertilizer 
companies to state exactly what they are 
selling, and from what they derive their 
ammonia, 

Of course it ig apparent to anyone that 
all men who are interested in rhe ‘agricul- 
tural development of the state approve 
a& measure protecting the farmer from 
fraud.

Again the home is to be offered to the 
state, in fee simple, together with a cash 
donation of about $4,009. 

The home consitts of a large and com- 
modious brick building, with several small 
houses, and about 135 acres of land, more 
or less. 

The trustees of the property have 
cided to again offer it to the atate, 
home for the old and indigent confederate 
soldiers of the state, while the people of 
Atianta have agreed to donate the sum 
of about $4,000. which was raised by sub- 
scription and voluntary donation for the 
big reunion of confederate veterans, which 
was held in Atlarta last summer, and 
which sum was left over, as a surplus, af- 
ter all the expenses of that reunion were 
paid. 

The agreement of the reunion committee 
to appropriate this handsome sum for the 
use of the old veterans, and offer it to the 
state, together with the action of the 
home property trustees to donate the home 
to the state, is most liberal and generous, 
ard we can see no reason why the legis- 
lature should not accept it, and thus pro- 
vide a home for the old goldiers of the 
state. 

As a matter of investment the state 
would not lose anything by accepting the 
property.

It is probable the attention of the legisla- 
ture will be called to the matter at once, 
and those most interested appear to have 
no doubt that the state solons will agree 
to the proposition without hesitation. 

Council Also Must Be Consulted. 

The city council must also: be consulted 
in reference to the closing of Pryor street. 
lt is nog known just how the golons will 
stand on this question, but Mayor Collier 
believes there will be little, if any, objec- 
tien to it. The property owners will have 
to be consulted. But, judging from the ex- 
pressions of those present at the meeting 
yesterday afternoon, it seems there will be 
no hindrance from this direction. 

President Thomas also stated the officials 
had suggested a pian in case the first does 
not prove acceptable, of erecting the new 
station between Pryor street and a point 
about 300 feet east of Loyd street, closing 
Loyd street with the exception of a sub- 
driveway. It is thought by the roads the 
legislature would be less willing to agree to 
this proposition, however, than the other, 
in ¢hat at the expiration of the new lease 
the property on the ground would revert to 
the Georela road instead of the state, which 
road owns a good tract of land east of the 
present station. 

Mayor Collier is decidedly in favor of the 
eiection of the new depot, accord:ng to the 
suggestion of the railway men, and will 
lend his 
the matter to the attention of council at the 
the 


influence thereto. He 


hext meeting and will also consult 
property owners that would be effected by 
the erection of the shed between Loyd and 
Whitehall streets. 

“I believe the plan is a good one,” said 
jhe yesterday afternoon, ‘‘and should be 
urged into materialization. The Wall street 
site is in my opinion the best in the city for 
act the roads and a new station at this 
point would be a monument to the city. The 
roads are evidently in earnest and will 
cree a@ depot that will be consistent in 
overy way with the growth of Atlanta, Now 
that the companies have finally come to- 
gether on the subject, the project should 
be encouraged. I do not believe the legisia- 
ture will fail to agree to a new lease and 
see no reason why council should object to 
the closing think ail 
property owners in this vicinity would be 
materially benefited. Therefore I am not 
in favor of the city paying any damages on 
account of the erection of this depot. The 
prospects certainly look bright for a splen- 
@id new depot and I believe it will be 
erected.” 

Executive Officers Here. 

The rap‘dity with which the movement 
tuok shape yesterday is due to the intima- 
tion from the state railroad commission 
that if the managers of the roads could not 
agree among themselves in the next thirty 
cays the commissioners would undertake to

settle the problem. 
That intimation which was conveyed by 


Judge Spencer Atkinson meant that the 


cgrrmission might order each road to build 
a passenger station for itself. 

All the lines entering Atlanta were repre- 
sented at the commission's meeting. Presi- 
dent J. W. Thomas, of the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis, was there for the 
Western and Atlantic, which his company 
leases. The Central of Georg!a was repre- 
sented by Mr. J. M. vice president; 
the Southern railway by Mr. Frank S88. 
Gannon, third vice president; the Atlanta 
and West Point by Mr. George C. Smith, 
president; the (Atlanta, and 
Northern by Mr. E. CC. Spatding, 
president; the Seaboard Air-Line by 
tain V. EB. MeBee, general superintendent, 
and the Georgia railroad by Mr. T. RK. 
Scott, general manager. 

Mayor Collier ahd Judge James Anderson, 
city attorney, were there for the city of 
Atianta. 

Chairman L..N. Trammell announced-at 
the opening that Judge Atkinson would 
conduct the hearing. 

Present Depot Inadequate. 

Judge Anderson, who ovened the 
sion, stated that the city of Atlanta was 
prepared to prove that the present depot 
facilities afforded by the railroads were en- 
tuely insufficient. He presumed that the 
would not deny that, but the city 
was prepared to prove it. No one rose to 
wake denial Judge Anderson declared that 
the old carshed fs too small, it is tn bad re- 
pair, leaks and sometimes is flooded by 
rains. It is dangerous for passengers to 
¢eross amd recross the tracks entering and 
leaving trains. The building is too short 
and trains extend out beyond it, blocking 
Pryer and Loyd streets many times a day. 

The city of Atlanta needs more ample 
passenger accommodations and the inter- 
ests of the roads require that there should 
be more room and less crossing of tracks 
at grade by passengers. 

Mr. Carroll Payne, representing the West- 
ern and Atlantic and speaking for the roads 
peneraily, Stated in reply that the roads 
recognized the seriousness of the problem. 
Many complications surround it. Some of 
the. railroads entering the have «a 
property interest in the building. Others 
have none. The stute cluims the ground 
and the lessee COMpany Puvs a high rental 
for the use of the state's passenger te.mi- 
nals here. The-representatives of these dif- 
ferent interests would have to get together 
and confer and that would take time. There- 
fore he asked for ninety days to allow the 
officials of the various lines to talk over 
the question and see what could be done. 

Mayor Collier and Judge Anderson ob- 
jected to so much time being granted. The 
mayor stated that he thought the time 
asked for was unreasonable. The subject 
has been discussed for a long while. Two 
years ago a conference was held between 
the representatives of the roads and the 
city government at the city exchange and it 
was presumed that the meeting was in good 
faith. At that time asSurances were ziven 
that something would be done, but nothing 
ever came of them. 

“There is no special difficulty to my 
mind,” said he. “If the railroads will give 
me the money, and not very much of it 
either, I will guarantee them adequate sta- 
tion facilities within a year.’ | 

Commissioner T. C. Crenshaw asked why 
thirty days would not be time eer mr to 
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the conference and the reply from the 


roads was that the question was surround- . 


ed with so many complications that it 
might not be possible to straighten them 
out in that short time. 


The City Wants a Union Station. 

Judge Atkinson asked the mayor if the 
people of Atlanta were united on a site 
for a union station, and if they were not, 
what site would be proposed by the city 
for the Seaboard’s station, for example. 

Mayor Collier answered that the citizens 
would prefer a union station. He believed 
that the railway men themselves would 
admit that the present facilities for pas- 
sengers are inadequate. The people of At- 
lania,-he continued, have aiways shown a 
conservative spirit toward the railroads 
and the roads ‘have done much for Atlanta, 
He believed that the city government 
would approach the solution of the prob- 
lem in a spirit of compromise. 

Judge Atkinson called upon the railway 
officials one by one to give their personal 
views 

Views of Major Thomas. 

Major Thomas. in reply to a direct quesa 
tion whether there ig sufficicnt room on 
the Present site for a new passenger sta- 
tion, said: 

“In one way there is room 
in another way ther 3s not.” 

This enigmatical answer was not quite 
clear, but he w nt on to say that ninety 
days for deliberation would not be too 
long a time. President Thomas continued: 

“If the city would be willing for Us to 
build a depot between Forsyth strcet and 
loyd—and that property belongs. to the 
State—the Southern railway ld not 
agree to spend any money on the building 
because it has no property interest in the 
ground. If the city could get us relieved 
of the heavy rental which Wwe pay—$5v,000 
a yeaur—or if the state will not claim the 
building at the expiration of our lease, the 
lines might upon plans for a new 
Station. But that ground is yalued by the 
state at $700,000 and the entire railway 
property is valued at $6,000,000. The West- 
ern and Atiantic railroad is now 205,000 
behind. That is, the lessees have spent 
that much more money on it than they 
have obtained from it since the lease was 
made. This year wo are spending $60,000 
more on the road in improvements. 

“I do not think there is room enough in 
the present depot for 100 trains a day. If 
we were allowed to close Loyd street we 
might be able to get enovgh ground from 
the Georgia railroad east of Loyd street 
for tthe erection of a new station. Then 
the trains going east and north could 
depart from the eastern end of the station 
and the trains going west and south could 
leave the western end and the element 
of danger would be in large measure re- 
moved.’’ 


A Subway Under Loyd. 

At this pcint General Manager Scoit 
whispered to Major Thomas the suggestion 
that it might be possibie to put a subway 
under Loyd street for pedestrians and 
wagons. This is a plan on which Mr. Scott 
and Mr. George C. Smith have been figur- 
Ne and conferring. : 

Major Thomas saw th.e point in an in- 
stant and he threw it cut to the commis- 
Sion and the meeting. 


The State’s Position. 

Colone] Wimbish, the state's counsel in 
the Western and Atuntic matters, was 
asked to explain the status cf tne state's 
interests. Hie said that the state of (7evur- 
ei. owns in fee simple the ground on 
Which the union passenger station stands. 
It also owns Wall street all the way over 
to the Kimball house curb. At one time 
the state held the lan2 on the condition 
that if it ceased to be used for railway 
purposes it should revert to the Mitchell 
heirs, but in 187) a compromise was made 
with the heirs and the State acquired a 
fee simple title to the ground. A vear.ago 
the state granted the city of Atlanta aun 
easement on Wall street. Colonel Wim- 
bish did not think that the state could 
Withdraw that easems nt, beenuse thera 
Was a consideration. Of course, it would 
be optional with the city of Atlanta 
whether it surrendered the privilege it 
has acquired to the use of Wall street, 

The present station was begun «about 
1869 or 1870 by the Central railroad, the 
Georgia, the Atlanta and West Point and 
the office rs Who were Mperating the West- 
ern and Atiantic for the state of Georeia. 
By the contract between these parties the 
Central was to own two-tenths, the Georgia 
three-tentbs and the Western ond Atlantic 
three-tenths. Thal contract, lroowever, was 
hever ratified by the legislature, and Colo- 
nel Wimbish was of the opinion that if any 
of these’ companies should cease to use 
the station its interest in the depot would 
cease. He stated that 
just been decided by the Supreme eourt 
of Tennessee, No railroad company has 
any ownership in the present building, he 
declared. So the Siutle does. noft 
eontiinue to the 
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Mr. Scott’s Plan. 

Mr, Seott Wes asked for his SOlution of 
the troublesome problem and he said 
to his mind a subWay under Loyd 
would relieve one grade crossing aut 
and it would enable the.roads to erecta 
new station extending eust and west from 
Loyd. There is ample room east’ of Lovd 
street without grade cr@pgings and passen- 
Eers could enter an! } ave the statlon at 
loyd. This would permit them to enter 
and leave trains without crossing tracks. 

Mr. Scott did not have much to say on 
this question, beyond outlining it. but he 
has given it aonsiderable study and he was 
prepared to make it clear to the commis- 
sion and the railway officials, tco. 

The Central’s Plan. 

Vice President Egan, of the Central. sug- 
Kested that a new station be huilt® at For- 
syth and Alabama streets. The entrance 
could be from Alabama street and the For- 
svth street bridge. That bridge could be 
connected with the Broad street bridge, so 
hat the new station would be easy of ac- 
The railroad ground west of Forsyth 
street spreads out like a fan, he explained, 
and there is ample room. Mr. Kean said 
emphatically that the station accommoda- 
tions in Atlanta are tho small for the city. 
His company was willing and long had 
heen willing to co-operate with other Ines 
and build a new union passenger station 
which wou'd be a aredit to Atlanta. He ap- 
preciated the complications surrounding 
Major Thomas's road. The Central was 
not wedded to any plan, partieularly, What 
it wants is to give Atlanta best uwe- 
commodations which can be secured. 
Mitchell street would be suitable to the 
Central, and if that was considered too 
much out of the way, then he would prefer 
the Forsyth street and Alabama street 
corner. lle did not think that a station 
should be built east of Forsyth street 
bridge, because if it were done, Whitehall 
and other streets probably would be block- 
ed more and more as trave] increased. The 
railroads in erecting a new station ought 
to provide for the future. He believed that 
the Mitchell street site could be used to 
great advantage. 

Southern Is Conservative. 

Vice President Gannon, of the Southern, 
remarked that the Southern really wanted 
to see Atlanta get better passenger ac- 
commodations. His company had shown 
its goéd faith, he continued, by investing 
more than $100,000 in ground near Mitchell 
street. Plans had been prepared for a 
Station on that ground al had been sub- 
mitted to the other lines entering Atlanta 
but they hau not been accepted by all. He 
stated that his company would ne giad if 
the city and She other roads would take up 
that Mitchell street site and reach an 
ugreement to put a s ation there, but -if 
they could net, then his company was will- 
ing to do the next best thing for Atlanta 
whatever that might be. “If it is deemed

As the meeting broke up, Mr. Egan sug- 
gested to Major Tihomas that it would 
be @ good idea to hold a conference right 
away of the railway men. They have so 
many engagements that it is hard for the 
executive officers of half a dozen compa- 
nies to meet together at any one time, 

Mr. Scott tendered rooms at the Georgia 
raitroad building and tthe officials ‘at once 
went there. .After talking the matter over

Reflected in a General Rise in Diseount 
Rates on Londen. 
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AFFECTED SECURITY MARKET 
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On This Side Opening Declines Were 
Trifling, Afterwards Recovering 
and Closing Sharply Higher. 
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New York, October 25.—The periodical 
Scitiement on the London stock exchange 
today developed « very nervous state of 
affaire in the financial! markets, due both 
to the stringent conditions of the money 
market and to the threatening politica! 
outlook. The very high joaning rates for 
carrying over stocks precipitated quite an 
active liquidation and a squeeze in money 
rates. The umeaginess in London was re- 
Mected upon other markets in Europe, and 
there Was 4 general rise in the rates of ex- 
change on London and in the discount 
rates at all continental centers. British 
consois dropped a full point and govern- 
ment securities and all other vt 
sccurities, including American railroads, 
Showed violent declines. The announce- 
ment of the postponement of the British 
cabinet meeting brought some relief, and 
the bears were actively covering in Lundon 
ebout the time the stock market in New 
York opened. There were very large and 
aegeressive supperting orders in the market 
here at the opening, so thut the decline in 
prices at that time on aceount of the 
selling for London acgount were trifling and 
Were s00m overcome. Selling for London 
account Was im fact a small factor, and 
* before the arbitrage trading was concluded 
for the day London turned buyer and took 
a fair amount of stocks in this market. 
Consols there scored almost a full recovery, 
and the upward movement in other depart- 
nents was almost violent. Relleved 
from that depressing influence, pricés here 
mounted upward quite casily, the short 
contracts put out in yverterday’s market 
being generally covered and tne large bull 
operators who led tast week's buying “re- 
suming the movement with great apparent 
confidence. The trading was dul) in the 
latter part of the day, but. prices were 
quite firmly held and closed at about the 

‘St. Net gains in many instances reached 
@ point or over and prices on the average 
entirely retrieved yesterday's sharp de- 
cline. Tobacco was furiously active all day 
and covered an extreme range of over 7 
points. The price was lowered in the morn- 
ing on the announcement of the incorpora- 
tion of a new tobacco company with a large 
capital. But traders distributed the first 
interpretation of this new company and 
the price Was run up on very large transac- 
tions Which were largest at top prices. 
Sugar was held firmly in sympathy with 
Tobacco. Pullman sold off 6 points on the 
Illinois judicial decision holding that the 
company's large real estate ownersnip in- 
Yolved a violation of the charter. Stock 
recovered nearly 4 points. The sterling ex- 
change market was an accurate barometer 
of the course of affairs in London. De- 
mand sterling made an upward bound of 
4%4c during the early excitement in London. 
but while stocks were still being sold here 
for London account, but with the later 
relief of the nervous cension in szondon and 
with some buying here for London account 
demand sterling suddenly dropped a full 
cent, closing weak. Notwithstanding this 
violent oscillation in the price of credits 
on London, there was not a ripple in the 
locai money market, which continued quiet 
and easy.

RAISING MONEY RATE ABROAD. 
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European Countries Scouring World 
for Gold To Ship to This Country. 
From The New York Financial News. 

The situation abroad has not been fa- 
Vorable to the purchase of our securities. 
In London, Berlin and Paris the bank 
rates have been raised, respectively, to 
4,5 and 3 per cent, and there Is anticipa- 
tion of further increase in the Berlin rate 
on Monday. This reflects twe things: First, 
general : pprehenstion at the present unset- 
condiuon of affairs in Bburope, which 
makes a general war. possible, and this 
has been the acute cause of the advance 
in rates at Berlin and Paris. And second, 
the fuct that trade between the United 
States and Kurope for three years past has 
been of a Kind to pile up a steadily in- 
creasing balance in our favor, and this 
accumulation has become so large that it 
threatens large compuisory partings with 
American securities. of high class to meet 
demands and possibie and probable de- 
mands, rather than parting with gold, 
which is essential in she conducting of gen- 
eral business. As «u matter of fact, Euro- 
pean centers generally, and London in 
purticular, are seouring the world to find 
gold to ship to this country to meet reg- 
ar requirements which are of long dura- 
tion and threaten io continue for a good 
While to come, and as American securities 
of gilt-edged kinds have been very closely 
drained, it comes down to money, which 
Icurope must pay or make somebody else 
pay, and Europe is busy with world wide 
collections and with: world wide gold pro- 
duction for American account. It is real- 
ized, too, that with the outbreak of a war 
between England and Russia or England 
and France, it would noa be confined 
to those countries, and that its beginning 
would be the signal for payment of Amer- 
ican balances either in gold or in bonds 
and stocks of high class. Indeed, that fact 
is really the strongest bord of peace. No 
Iuuropean nation can afford war, as chinde 
now stand between Europe and the United 
States. There is another reason outside 
the fact that European nations are largely 
dependent on this eountry for food supplies 
and war would interfere with the ocean 
carrying trade, that makes for peace, There 
is no doubt but that Germany, Austria and 
Italy must be counted out of any combine 
against England. That this is now realized 
by both Russia and France was shown 
by the sulky silence and absence of flags 
on Russian and French shipping when 
Kimperor William appeared at Constantino- 
ple. Both Russia and France would have 
seen to it that there was plenty of en- 
thusiasm if Germany could be counted in 
the anti-British combine. It seems, there- 
fore, a safe proposition that we will have 
no European war to interfere with our 
trade, but that we will have scare enough 
about it to compel the rapid accumulation 
of food reserves from America, which are 
now moving forward in great quantity. 
Wheat and corn and oats will go abroad 
and gol&@ come back, however high they 
Muy put the bank rates at European cen- 
ters. High money in Europe will soon 
cease to take money from this councry, 
but will bring it here from other countries 
to pay European balancés:

The logical re- 
sult of that by itself should have been a 
wild scramble for wheat here and a much 
more material rise in prices than oecurred 
the day before, Wheat speculators had, 
however, to take acéount of many things 
that were not paraded in view of the multi- 
tude, and it was due to some of those ob- 
secure influences that the severe decline in 
prices that inaugurated the day's business 
Was not so illogical ag appeared upon the 
surface. Many of the active waders have 
loaded themselves recently with wheat ut 
What they would consider a dangerously 
hign figure if peace were assured. Peoynie 
who hud bought. heavily because they had 
thought war imminent and had no use ft 
it in any other event Hsteped to the whis- 
perings of a probable peaceful settlement 
uf the Fashoda difficulty and hastened to 
rid themselves of their war-pricedl wheat.

IT WAS OFFICIALLY ANNOUNCED 
yesterday morning that the county prison- 


ers will be moved into the Tower tomorrow; ! 
. Of sickness 


that is, the moving wil! begin tomorrow, 


and under the plan of transfer proposed it 
will require at least two.days to get a’! the 
prisoners from the old ja‘) into the Tower. 

This slow: moving is not without a pur- 
pose and one which the commis- 
gioners think of vital importance. There are 
other things which move and have a being 
in the old jai] besides the prisoners, and the 
commissioners and the sheriff are determin- 
ed that not a singie bug shall be taken into 
the Tower. 

“We have declared war on the insectile 
inhabitants of the old prison,”’ said Com- 
miseioner Forrest Ada‘r yesterday morning, 
“and we shall transfer the prisoners only 
eix at a time in order to thwart any inten- 
tion of the bugs to establish a colony in the 
Tower. You know we have had al! sorts of 
bugs and vermin in that old jail. Some of 
@hem have ‘B. C.’ stamped on their backs 
and have descendants unto the thousandth 
generation.” 

Comm ssioner Adair said that Sheriff 
Nelms was out of the city but everything 
was ready for the Tower to be occupied. 

“We expect the sheriff to return tomor- 
row morning,’”’ said Mr. Adair, ‘‘and just 
as soon as he arrives he will begin to take 
the prisoners into the Tower.”’ 

About the plan for making the transfer 
Mr. Adair said: 

“We have dec ded to transfer six prison- 
ers atatime. The squads of six will be re- 
quired to take a shower bath and then don 
suits of the prison clothes. The old c.othes 
will be stored away in iockers which are 
fumigated and in which all bugs will be 
killed. By taking on.y s.x at a time we 
can do the work more thoroughly and 
more bugproof. it is the bugs we are 
after and Sheriff Nelms will give a written 
guarantee when the transfer has been made 
that not a solitary bug of any. description 
will have found its way into the Tower 
from the old jail.’’ 

Mr. Adair was asked what he thought the 
county comm ssioners would do with the 
old jail and he said: 

“Blow it up with dynamite, I suppose. 
But seriously, we don’t know yet what we 
will do with it. That is a problem with 
which we will wrestle later on. I think if 
we just ‘eft it alone for six months the 
bugs. having no prisoners to feed on. will 
arnihilate the jai] and save us the trouble 
of bothering with it.’’ 

The Tower 1s all furnished “from turret 
to foundation stone’ and ready for oc- 
cupancy. The sidewalk is being paved and 
that will take several days. 

By next Sunday Sheriff Nelms will be re- 
siding peacefully in the residence portion 
of the Tower; the prisoners will be in their 
mew. clean and bugless quarters, and the 
old jail will be a thing of the past with its 
memories—and its bugs.

Under the new rule the absence of a pupil 
is caused by sickness does not 
effect the mark of the pupil when a note 
frcm the parent states that sickness was 


, the cause of the absence. 


The freperts of the principals of the 
echools the first week after the new rule 
went into effect disclosed the fact that 
there had been more absences on account 
in the schoois t~nan during 
any previous week and the increase in 
sickness among the children was so great 
that it could not pass unnoticed, 

Every week since the rule went into 
effect the amount of sickness has been 
very large, and although many children 
have been absent, it has effected very few 
of them, because excuses to the effect 
that they were sick have been received by 
the teachers. 

In his report to the board, Superintend- 
ent Slaton will refer to this matter Sand 
will give the members of the board the 
benefit of the reports which have been 
made to him since the rule was effective 
and the reports previous to that tirne. 
The difference is very marked. 

What recommendations Superintendent 
Slaton will make are not known, but he 
will doubtless have something to gay on 
the matter.

At present the auetioneer is placing on 
sale harnees, saddles and harness leather 
but as it is reached, every article in the 
store will go under the hammer, and as tne 
sale proceeds interesting articles will be 
broveht forth and the curiosities that are 
hidden away in dark corners will see the 
light of day. 

The new liquor ordinance recently passed 
vy «ity council is the eause of the sale of 
Nile stock of goods, and Mr. Lynch will 
retain in his store only UNquors and what 
belongs to the liquor trade. The new ordl- 
nance prohibits the sale of liquor in con- 
nection with any other business. 

In this store shoes and pistels are sola 
over the same counter and hair brushes and 
milk pails are disposed of at one and the 
FAme time. Garden sced and implements of 
agriculture are sold along with hardware 
and harness and the wants of the farmer 
are filled so readily that he can buy any- 
thing he needs, with the possible exception 
of a mule, at Mr. Lynch's store. 

Ae a result of the auction sale Atlanta's 
oldest store will be a thing of the past 
and the oldest citizen will see removed a 
piace of business which has been here since 
he can remember,
